This very day a man who is an ex-convict, a man 
who absconded with trust money and who served a term 
in the penitentiary for his crime, has been given a responsi­ 
ble position by a first-class firm. 
The position requires 
bond, for the man has considerable money to handle, and 
he has several friends who are willing to go his bond, give 
him a chance to make good again, because he seems to be 
anxious to do so. 
The great human heart is really very 
generous and kind, and is always willing to lend a helping 
hand to any person who shows a disposition to try to lead 
a better life. 
I hese men who have been instrumental in 
the effort to help the unfortunate ex-convict are the real 
Christians of the world, and yet they are not the ones who 
are making the most noise about it, either. 
They are just 
ordinary mortals, filled with the true Christian spirit, and 
are imbued with the idea that if you ever expect to help 
any one do better, you must be willing to trust them and 
show them that you have some confidence in their integrity 
and their honesty. 
It is often quite hard for an ex-convict 
to get a good position, for man s inhumanity pursues the 
unfortunate fellow to the uttermost parts of the earth, and 
just about the time that he gets a job, some one whispers 
to the man who has employed him that he is not worthy of 
trust. 
In this case the man who is giving the fellow an­ 
other chance knows what he is, and yet, because others are 
willing to trust him, is also willing to give him a chance tc 
redeem himself, and start over again the battle of life. One 
who has not gone through this awful ordeal does not know 


there will be a compensating joy and for each sorrow equal 
happiness. 
But what of us, who are, because of our grfeed 
and our selfishness, responsible for the poverty ancfthe woe 
of those who are compelled to labor and to toil for what 
they eat and wear, while we live in luxury, sometimes in 
idleness, upon the earnings of women and children? W hat 
will be our portion in the world to come, when there shall 
be straightened out the inhumanity of man to man, and the 
little children whose lives have been sacrificed in factories, 
mills, fisheries and canneries, stand before Him, dwarfed 
and weazened, haggard and wan, pinched and starved, all 
the joy and all the happiness gone from their dull, lusterless 
eyes, and all the smiles gone from their pale, bloodless lips? 
How shall we fare at Ae great reckoning time, when we, 
who have lived in affluence off the labor of women and 
children who, on their knees, have picked the strawberries 
that we have enjoyed in our well appointed homes, while 
they, with the pittance that they earn, can not purchase a 
single box of the red strawberries that they gather in the 
fields? I he reckoning is sure to come. There are no errors in 
the great eternal plan, but all is system and order and pur­ 
pose. 
Some day regrets for our selfishness will come too 
late. W e will be called before the judgment bar to answer 
why we took the money from little children with which to 
buy luxuries and fineries, and as we gaze upon the shrunk­ 
en cheeks, the hollow eyes, the mask-like faces of an army 
cf those who died from overwork, the awful truth will flash 
over us, and our agony will be intense, and we will see our­ 
selves as we really are, and this will be our punishment: 
I o have within our heart for all eternity the agonized cries 
of starving babes and the anguish of mothers helpless to 
how hard it is for one who has been confined in the peni- jPrON,de for their little babes the things to keep them strong 
tentiary to secure a remunerative position, especially on' 
that carries with it trust and financial responsibility. 
If 
the world had more of this kind of real Christianity, the 
churches would make much more rapid progress than the\ 
do, and they would not require periodical revivals to bol 
ster up the waning faith of many of the members.

W e met a little fellow today who is only about nine or 
ten years of age who is one of a family of five children, 
besides a mother and an invalid grandmother. T he mother 
is trying hard to support the children and her mother, and 
the little fellow is trying to earn a few nickles blacking 
shoes. 
Such cases as these are, fortunately, not very nu­ 
merous in this city, or even in this state, but there are more 
of them than those who read this know anything about and 
they are very pathetic. 
It is a very sorrowful thought to 
contemplate that there is so much want and even actual 
suffering in a land so filled with abundance and prodigal 
in its blessings to some. 
It is strange that while so man) 
have much more than they can ever use, there are little chil­ 
dren who are suffering for something to eat, cold because 
they have insufficient clothing, uneducated, fighting help­ 
lessly, against great odds, the battle of life. 
This mothe 
and this little child are willing to work, but they are no! 
skilled, so they can earn but a very small sum per month 
which is insufficient to give them even the bare necessities 
of life, struggle they ever so hard. 
W e can, as we pass 
along the way toward the end of time, do our mite toward? 
lightening the burdens of these unfortunates, and if we fai* 
to do so we are derelict in our duty, and are missing some 
of the real happiness of life. 
It is pathetic indeed to see a 
little child deprived of the happiness that rightfully be­ 
longs to him in his childhood, old before his time, morose 
unhappy, sullen and sad. 
Surely this is not justice, and 
there must be something in store for these unfortunate? 
somewhere that will repay them in part for what they have 
failed to receive on this earth. 


He who can bear indifferently the unhappiness of a 
little child is lacking in an essential human quality. Child­ 
hood is the time for happiness, and it is pathetic indeed tc 
see little children deprived of their heritage either by grim 
necessity, or the greed of those who use their labor to en­ 
rich themselves. Who is there who does not enjoy the rip­ 
pling laughter and the joyous shouts of children as they 
romp in play, and who does not love to watch their flashing 
eyes and cheeks glowing with the crimson that comes with 
exercise, and feel the exhilarating thrill that comes from 
contact with youth beaming with health and teeming with 
happiness? 
How sonry we feel for the messenger boys, 
who ought to be playing games with children upon the com­ 
mons, but instead are compelled to work for a living with 
the suppressed longing for play eating at their hearts, paint­ 
ing the disappointment upon their faces and picturing it in 
their weary eyes. 
It is a terrible commentary upon our 
commerce and upon our industrial system, that little chil­ 
dren are not only allowed to work long, dreary hours, but 
because of the inequalities of rewards and compensation, 
are compelled to join the older members in the struggle for 
a scant living. 
Surely such inequalities will be evened up 
some how, some time, somewhere! 
W e do not understand 
why babes are made to labor, nor do we know many other 
things that seem out of joint in the scheme of living, but we 
ase confident that in some way, unknown to us mortals, jus­ 
tice will be meted out to every one, and for each heart-ache 


and well, while all around there was wealth, luxury', waste 
and extravagance. 


A LESSON IN HAT I ENCE.

I here they stood, two little burros, with drooping 
heads and lean, scarred bodies.' They showed signs of 
ill treatment and abuse, and were seemingly tod Exhausted 
to do aught than barely stand. 
Their meek eyes seemed 
to beg for the release and pity that was denied them, ^ui 
to be allowed only a few moments respite from the bonds 
of harness which bound them to the heavy cart they bpre. 
I he empty lot was hot and very dusty, and now and then 
the swirling wind swept sudden gusts of sand into their 
pleading eyes. 
Mankind might indeed secure a very valu­ 
able lesson from these little animals, only burros, it is true, 
but possessed of a quality that few people can truly claim— 
the art of true patience. W e should not be above obtaining 
splendid lessons from even the lowest beasts, and these can 
truly offer a wealth of examples to us. W e are too prone 
to be unobservant of animals, and too hasty in our judgment 
of them. 
They often overstep us in qualities that every 
mortal should possess, and frequently shame their more en­ 
lightened fellow creatures. The two little burros with their 
heavy load exemplified this principle and presented to us in 
the fullest realization of the words the true conception of 
eternal patience.
